7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
recites a multi-view display ... comprising: a display panel comprising ... a plurality of 
colour filters ... the colour filters being arranged according to a first pitch and in a first 
sequence of colours; and a barrier including a plurality of colour portions comprising 
colour filter material, the colour portions being arranged according to a second pitch that 
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is substantially equal to twice the first pitch and in a second sequence of colours that 
corresponds to the first sequence of colours when reversed in order ... and wherein 
translucent spectra of the plurality of colour filters of the display panel are prevented 
from overlapping translucent spectra of the plurality of colour portions of the barrier. 
None of the prior art of record alone or in combination discloses the claimed invention. 

8. Hamagishi et al. (US 5,751,479) discloses a multi-view display ... comprising: a 
display panel comprising a plurality of colour filters, the colour filters being arranged 
according to a first pitch and in a first sequence of colours; and a barrier including a 
plurality of colour portions comprising colour filter material. However, Hamagishi does 
not disclose the colour portions being arranged according to a second pitch that is 
substantially equal to twice the first pitch and in a second sequence of colours that 
corresponds to the first sequence of colours when reversed in order, and wherein 
translucent spectra of the plurality of colour filters of the display panel are prevented 
from overlapping translucent spectra of the plurality of colour portions of the barrier, nor 
would it have been obvious to do so in combination.
